Abdbereas it has been Repzeſented to His Pajeſty, That by reaſon of the frequent Abuſes of a lewd 
but of People, called Spirics, in Seducing many of His Majeſties Subjects to go en Shipboard, 
where they have been ſeized, and carried by foꝛce to His Majeſties Plantations in America; and 
/ that many idle Perſons who have Liſted themſelves Uoluntarily to be Tranſpozted thither, 
and have received Money upon their Entring into Service foz that purpoſe, habe afterwards 
pietended they were betrayed, and carried away againlt their Wills, and pzocured their Friends 
to P2olecuts the Merchants who Tranſpozted them, oz in whoſe Service they are, by Jndict- 
ments, 02 Inkoꝛzmations in the Crown Office in His Majeſties Name, which is a great Diſcou- 
*. <5 ragement to them, and an Hindzance to the Management of the Trade of the ſaid Plantations, 
and Navigation of this Kingdom; And ſeveral Merchants and Planters having made humble Applications to His 
Majeſty, That he would be Gzaciouſly pteaſed to Direct ſuch Methods ſoꝛ their Retaining of Servants to Serve in 


His Majeſties Plantations, as in His Royal Wiſdom he ſhould think meet, whereby His Majeſty may be ſo ſatisfied 
of their Fair Dealing,

Moleſtation the 
1. Such Servants as are to be taken by Indenture, to be Executed by the Servant, in the pꝛeſence of the Bagi- 


ſtrate, oz Magiſtrates hereafter appointed; One part thereof Signed by ſuch Servant, and alſo Under witten, oz 
Endo:ſed with the Name and Hand wꝛiting of ſuch Magiſtrate, which is to remain With the Clerk of the Peace, ta 

be Returned to the next Sellions, there to be Filed upon a diſtinct File, and Numbzed, and kept with the Recozds. 

11. The Clerk of the Peace is to keep a Fair Book, wherein the Name of the Perſon fo Bound, and the Magi⸗ 
ſtrates Name befoze whom the ſame was done, aud the time and place of doing thereof, and the Number of the File 
ſhall be Entred: And foꝛ the moze eaſie finding the fame, the Entries are to be made Alphabecically, accoꝛding to the 
firſt Letter of the Sirname. 

IH. All Perſons above the Age of One and twenty years, oꝛ who ſhall, upon UieW and Examination, appear to 
be ſo in the Judgment of the Magiſtrate, may be Bound in the pꝛelence of One Juſtice of the Peace, oꝛ of the Mayoꝛ, 
02 Chief Magiſtrate of the Place where they (hall goon Shipboard ; who is to be fully ſatisfied from him, of h:s free 
and voluntary Agreement, to enter into the laid Service. 

IV. Ik any Perſon be under the Age of One and Twenty pears, oꝛ ſhall appear fo to be, He ſhall be Bound in the 
p2eſence of the Loꝛd Ma poꝛ of London, oz One of the Judges, oꝛ an Alderman of London, being a Juſtice of Peace, 
oꝛ the Recozder, oꝛ Two Juſtices of the Peace of any other County, oz Place, who ſhall carefully Examine whether 
the Perſon ſo to be Bound, have any Parents, oꝛ Maſters; And if he be not Fee, they are not to take ſuch Inden⸗ 
ture, unleſs the Parents, oꝛ Maſters give their Conſents, and ſome Perſon that knows the ſaid Serßant to be of the 
Name, and Addition mentioned in the Indenture, is to Attelt his ſaid knowledge upon the ſaid Indenture. 

V. Ff the Perſon be under the Age of Fourteen years, unleſs his Parents ſhall be pzeſent, and Conſent, he is not to 
be carried on Shipboard, till a Foztnight at leaſt, after he becomes Bound, to the intent that ik there be any Abuſe, 

tit may be diſcovered befoze He be Tranſpozted. And where his Parents do not appear befoze the Magiſtrate, Notice 

is to be ſent to them; oꝛ Where they cannot be found, to the Church-Wardens, oꝛ Overſeers of the Pariſh where he 
was laſt Settled, in ſuch manner as the ſaid Magiſtrates ſhall think fit, and Direct. 

And becauſe Clerks of the Peace may conccive this not to be any part of the Duty of their Office, and may there- 
foꝛe exact unreaſonable Rewards foꝛ their trouble and pains therein, His Majeſty doth Declare, That if any Mer- 
"chants, oꝛ other Perſons ſhall be aggrieved thereby, and upon Complaint to the Juſtices cannot obtain Relief, His 
Majeſty will take ſuch further care foꝛ their eaſe herein, as in His Royal Wiſdom He ſhall think met. 

And His Majeſties further Pleaſure is, That this Oꝛder be Pzinted and Publiſhed, to the end all Þerſons 
Whom it map concern, may take Notice thereof, and govern themſelves accoꝛdingly.
